Havana, Dec. 11.— Dr. Zertucha, the 
personal physician of Antonio Maceo, 
who after surrendering to Colonel Tor at 
SJ.£j,.Felipe, furnished the leonfirmation 
of the reported death of the Cuhan lead- 
er, lias given to the press an interview 
cont lining additional facts in connection 
with tho case. It seems that Maceo 
and his companions did not cross the 
trocbtt or military lino of Pinar del Rio 
in the seneo generally understood. They 
passed from Pinar del Kio into 
Havana province, and may he said 
to have crossed the military line. But 
they went to sea in an open boat, which 
required live trips to take the whole 
party of insurgents from Pinar del Rio 
to near Banes, in this Province, and as 
the bout would only hold eight men in 
addition to its handlers, it will be seen 
that Maceo's party was composed of 
forty men all told. 

Dr. Zertucha also Btates that Major 
Cirujeda narrowly escaped severe de- 
feat and possible capture at the hands of 
the insurgents. He also says that the 
insurgents in the vicinity of Melena 
have deserted the Cuban cause and have 
surrendered to the .Spanish authorities. 
The Doctor adds that Bermudez, 
one of tho surviving insurgent 
leaders, was wounded fatally in the 
Bbdomen on Dec. ,1. Dispatches received 
from tho latter confirms this statement, 
and it is officially stated hereto-day that 
Miroa, the insurgent leader who accom- 
panied Antonio Maceo out of Pinar del 
ftio, was also wounded by the side ot the 
great Cuban soldier. 

Finally it is stated that Alberto Nod- 
arez, Alfredo GuBtao, Ramon Humada 
and Gordon, all staff oflicers of Maceo, 
were wounded in the fight during which 
their leader fell. Dr. Zertucha, who has 
' een placed at liberty, has asked per- 
mission to leave Cuba for Spain 
there is little doubt that

A despatch from Matanzas says that 
-.laical guerillas there killed an insurgent 
leader, und advices from Palma, pro- 
vince of Santa Clara, state that a local 
guerilla force there has killed another 
noted insurgent leader, Nestor Palma. 

It is claimed by the Cubans that the 
things alleged to have been found by the 
Spanish soldiers did not belong to Maceo, 
or if they did they were placed on the 
body as a ruse, and in order to 
throw dust in the eyes of the Spanish 
while Maceo pushed on eastward and 
communicated with Maximo Gomez. 
While this iB a hopefrl view of the case, 
the Spaniards seem to have absolutely 
no doubt that Antonio Maceo was killed 
in the manner and at the time de- 
scribed.

COLUMBIA AND "WESTERN. 

Hon. Mr. Blair and Col, Domville at Ross- 
land— The War Eagle Smelter- 
Developments. 

Rossland, Dec. 11.— (Special)— The 
contract was let yesterday by the Col 
umbia and Western for twenty miles of 
trail to opposite Robson. Parsons, Win- 
ters & Boomer, of Butte, Mont., got it. 
Tho road is to be finished by May 1, and 
the price is nearly $600,000. 

Hon. Messrs. Blair and Domville ar- 
rived here this afternoon. They spent 
yesterday evening and the forenoon of 
to-day as the guests of F. A. Heinze, at 
Trail, inspecting the smelter, This af- 
ternoon they visited the Centre mines ; 
will visit other big mines to-morrow and 
be entertained at a banquet by the board 
of trade in the evening. 

It is definitely announced that the 
War Eagle smelter will bo located at 
North port, Wash. It will have a capa- 
city of 200 tons per day, and will be in 
operation on May 1. The freight and 
treatment charges will he low enough to 
enable tho moving of $10 ore at a good 
prolit. 

The crosscut tunnel on the Northern 
Belle has opened up a ledge 20 feet wide 
at a depth of 80 feet, two teet of clean 
ore being found on the banging walls. 

The Gold Star, live miles northwest of 
the town, has tapped four feet of $20 ore 
in the winze from the tunnel. The prop- 
erty is owned principally in Toronto.

THE WRECKED " SALIER." 

Bodies of the Captain and Others Washed 
Ashore— No Details of the Catastro- 
phe Obtainable. 

Coruxxa, Dec. 11. — The whole coast 
in the vicinity of the scene of the w reck 
is being searched for survivors of the 
Salier, and all hope is not yet given up 
of picking up some person who may be 
able to give further details of the terri- 
ble calamity. The agents of the North 
German Lloyd Co. here have been in- 
structed from Bremen to spare no ex- 
pense in searching for the missing pas- 
sengers and crew of the sunken 
steamer. The Salier had a pilot 
on board when she struck. The 
weather which the steamer experienced 
is described as being in the nature of a 
hurricane, and another theory of the 
cause of tho disaster is that the Salier's 
steering gear was carried away whiln she 
was heading around the roekB for Villa 
Ciincia, and that she thus became un- 
manageable and was driven upon the 
reef, which is about two and a half miles 
from land. Some of the bodies of those 
on the ill-fated Salier, including that of 
the captain, have been washed ashore. 
The captain's watch had stopped at 
5:30 o'clock, presumably on Tuesday 
morning, Decembers. 

London, Dec. 12.— The Daily Mail has 
a dispatcli from Vigo, Spain, which says 
that the Salier struck at S o'clock on the 
evening of Dec. 7. She was apparently 
driven on a lee shore by a gale from the 
Westward. This dispatch says that there 
were 1281 persons on board and 28 bodies 
were washed ashore and tenderly cared 
for by the inhabitants. 

RAILWAYS IN CHINA. 

Proposed Finn for Their Construction — 
Schools to Be Established for 
Teaching English. 

Pukin, Dec. 11. — Wuting Fang, the 
newly appointed Chinese minister to 
Washington, started on Wednesday for 
his post. Sheug Taotai has engaged 
three American engineers for the pro- 
posed railway work. It is proposed to 
expend thirteen million taels of the 
imperial grant in order to construct 
a portion of the railroad, which will 
then be mortgaged. The mortgage will 
be made to an American syndicate, 
which will advance tho sum of 20,000,- 
000 taels to complete the line. This syn- 
dicate urges that Americans, unlike Eur- 
opeans, are not likely to be involved in 
political complications. Sheng is tho 
avowed enemy of Great Britain and the 
people here "are now asking if Great 



London-, Dec. 11. — A Paris despatch 
to the Daily Mail says that President 
Faure has received a direct invitation 
from the Czar to visit Russia, and has 
decided to go. 

According to a Hamburg despatch to 
the Chronicle, the circles there in sym- 
pathy with the dockers' strike believe 
that the battle has been lost, and the 
funds are becoming exhausted. 

The Daily News Rome correspondent 
says it is asserted that Spain has asked 
the Pope to sound the European nations 
as to whether they would support Spain 
in a war with the United States. 

Kl Diario de la Marina, of Havana, in 
commenting on President Cleveland's 
message, Bays : "The President, if he 
is sincere in his expressions as to his 
impartial conduct towards Spain, should 
have expelled the Cubans filibustering 
on American territory, long since. The 
paper also disputes President Cleve- 
land's assertion that the insurgents hold 
two-thirds oi the island. It says that 
the U. S. should attend to the solution 
of its own international afl'airs and leave 
Spain to settle hers." 

An Odessa dispatch to the Daily News 
says that there are reports of famine in 
the Amur district and that 10,000 people 
are starving there. 

Dispatches to Madrid from Havana 
chronicle fresli victories over the insurg- 
ents. The Queen will receive the wi'e 
of Major Cirujedas, who commanded the 
troops which killed Maceo. Major Ciru- 
jedas will be promoted to Colonel. Many 
towns in Spain are offering swords in 
his honor. 

Ex-minister Baihut, who was re- 
leased a few months ago from the prison 
where ho was undergoing sentence for 
connection with the Panama canal 
frauds, was rearrested to-day in order 
that he may servo two years in prison for 
not paying the fine of 801,000 franca 
which was imposed upon him in addi- 
tion to his sentence of imprisonment. 

The government of Queensland has 
abandoned the federation bill owing to 
the opposition shown to the measure. 

The Athenaeum announces to-day that 
Lord Acton has undertaken to edit for 
the Cambridge University press a twelve 
volume history of modern . times, 
beginning with the Renaissance. 
Each subject is to be arranged 
by a competent specialist. For example, 
W. E. H. Leckey is to write on the reign 
of George IV, Field Marshal Lord 
AVoIseley on Napoleon in Egypt, Payne 
on the Discovery of America; Prof. Sir 
Frederick Pollock on the Results of In- 
ternational Law, etc. The contributors 
are to include James Bryco, Prof. F. 
Flint, John Morley, Professors Ureigh- 
ton, R. Gardiner, llutton, Jebb and 
others.

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Meeting: of Electors Held in Agri- 
cultural Hall, Duncan, 
on Tuesday. 



The People's Kailroud— Government 
Bridge Inspection— Mining: 
Claims. 



A meeting of the electors of Cowichan- 
Alberni Electoral District was held in 
tho Agricultural Hall, Duncan, on Tues- 
day, December 8th. It was called to order 
at 2 p.m., and on the motion of Mr. \V. 
C. Duncan, seconded by Captain E. 
Barkley, the reeve, Mr. T, A. Wood, was 
voted to the chair. Mr. W. E.Blythe be- 
iam asked to undertake the duties of sec- 
retary. 

The chairman briefly explained the 
reasons for calling the meeting, and gave 
a short review of the various subjects to 
be dealt with, viz., tho people's railroad, 
the E. & N. R. Co., the appointment of 
a Government bridge inspector, theCow- 
ichan-Alberni trail, tho Cowichan liiver 
mining claims on E. it N. lands, blue 
jays (destruction caused by), and the 
Public Soheol Act. • 

It was moved byMr.W. Ford, second- 
ed by Capt. E. Barkley: " That, wheie- 
as the people in this section of the pro- 
vince having experienced the evils at- 
tending the bonusing of railroad com- 
panies by means of land grants and 
money, and the consequences attending 
the public having no voice in or control 
over the rates charged, notwithstanding 
the fact of their having provided a very 
large proportion of the capital in cash 
and lands towards building the rail- 
roads; be it therefore resolved that this 
meeting do request the provincial gov- 
ernment themselves to undertake the 
construction and equipment and to have 
control o£ tho railroad from the Coast to 
the Kootenay, which railroad is in the 
opinion oi this meeting an urgent neces- 
sity for the advancementof the province, 
and this meeting further request their 
representatives in the legislative as- 
sembly to see that their wishes in this 
respect are kept prominently before the 
house." 

Capt. E. Barkley spoke in support of 
the resolution, instancing tho Esquimalt 
& Nanaimo railway, whose land policy is 
well calculated to deter any settler or 
minor having anything to do with lands 
under their control. 

Major Mutter, M.P.P., was strongly 
in favor of the railroad, but added that 
to prevent, it being used for political pur- 
poses railroad commissioners should be 
appointed, as in Australia. 

several other gentlemen spoke on the 
subject, and the chairman having put 
the resolution to the meeting it was car- 
ried unanimously. 

It was moved by Mr. J. N. Evans, sec- 
onded by Mr. A. Ilord : " That, whereas 
the province of British Columbia as- 
sisted largely in building the E. & X. 
railway by land grants and money, and 
notwithstanding having furnisued the 
above capital have no voice in its man- 
agement, and we are sull'ering from the 
neglect of the said company; therefore, 
in the opinion of this meeting, the gov- 
ernment should at the earliest possible 
moment take steps to acquire possession 
of the said railroad and run it in the in- 
terests of the people." 

Mr. Evans spoke in Bupportof the re- 
solution, and after some discussion the 
motion was put to the meeting and car- 
ried. 

It was moved by Mr. W. H. Hiking- 
ton, seconded by Capt. E. Barkley, 
" That, as recent events have shown the 
necessity for the appointment of a gov- 
ernment official to inspect the public 
bridges in the province, both railroad 
ami wagon, therelore this meeting re- 
commend their representatives to urge 
the government to take steps ia this mat- 
ter." 

On a rider Vicing added that the said 
official should hold office until good 
cause was shown lor his dismissal, this 
resolution was carried unanimously. 

It was moved by Mr. J. N. Evans, 
seconded by. Mr. W. H. Lomas, "That 
it is the opinion of this meeting that the 
early construction of the trail from the 
north arm of Cowichan lake to connect 
with the Cowichan-Alberni trail is an 
urgent necessity to render prospectors 
every aid towards prospecting and de- 
veloping that section of the country, and 
furthermore, that the Victoria board of 
trade be asked to use their influence 
with the members of the legislature to 
assist our members in obtaining the 
necessary grant for the construction of 
this trail at the next' meeting of the 
legislature." 

Mr. VV, II. Lomas spoke, showing the 
advantages it would be to Victoria's 
merchants if this trail was opened, and 
that it would bring China Creek and 
vicinity over sixty miles nearer to Vic- 
toria. 

Mr. I". II. Price gave the distance as 
about fifteen miles and an estimate of 
the probable cost of opening an eight- 
foot pack trail. He also mentioned that 
a great number of prospectors had been 
through thai purt ot the country this 
year, ami that a considerable number of 
claims had been staked off. 

The resolution being put to the meet- 
ing was carried unanimously. 

It was moved by Mr. W. II. Lomas, 
seconded by Mr. IT. II. Price, " That in 
the interests of this district it is neces- 
sary that tho Cowichan river bo placed 
in a lit state for the running of logs, and 
that the hanks of the river be properly 
protected, either by the government or 
a private company, and that our mem- 
bers be requested to urge upon the gov- 
ernment the necessity of sending a com- 
petent engineer to view the river when 
in flood, that some scheme may be de- 
vised and steps taken to obtain tho 
above results, former surveys of this 
river having been made during low 
water which does not give a proper idea 
of tho force of water passing down the 
valley." 

Messrs. Mutter, Lomas, Price, Duncan 
and Evans spoke in support ol this re- 
solution, drawing attention to tho value 
of the lumber industry to this district 
and the province generally. On the re- 
solution being put to the meeting it was 
carried. 

It was moved by Mr. F. H. Price, sec- 
onded by Mr. VV. Ford, "That this meet- 
ing call the attention of the provincial 
government to Section 30, of tho Mineral 
act, lH'.lli, especially to that part thereof 
relating to mineral claims in the CP. It. 
belt, asking them to further add to this 



section a clause stating the price to bo 
paid for mineral claims situated in tho 
E. & N. Ry. belt. Mining development 
in this section of the province being at a 
standstill on account of the uncertainty 
attending tho want of the above particu- 
lars. This meeting would further re- 
quest the government to use their good 
offices with the E. & N. Ry. to induce 
them to settle some terms whereby they 
would permit the mining of the baser 
metals on their lands, and have these 
terms made public; and our representa- 
tives are hereby requested to urge the 
government to act promptly in this mat- 
ter. 

Tho Chairman, Sir, Price, and several 
other gentlemen, spoke strongly in favor 
of this resolution, which was endorsed 
by Major Mutter, M.P.P., who added 
that this was a very necessary matter to 
bring before the government. 

On the motion being put to the meet- 
ing, it was carried unanimously. 

It was moved by Mr. J. N. Evans, 
seconded by Mr. T. A. Wood, "That 
whereas, in the opinion of this meeting, 
the blue jay is one of the most destruct- 
ive pests infesting this district; and 
whereas the municipality of North Cow- 
ichan are giving a bounty of 'J5 cents per 
dozen for the destruction of same, there- 
fore this meeting requests the provincial 
government to oiler a like bounty in the 
other portion of Cowichan district, and 
request thoir representatives to lay this 
matter fully before the house." 

This motion, after some discuBaion, 
was carried. 

The consideration of the school act, 
owing to the lateness ot the hour, was 
deferred to another occasion. After a 
vote of thanks had been passed to the 
chairman and secretary the meeting ad- 
journed. VV. E. Blvthe, 

Secretary of meeting. 



PROTECTION IN BRITAIN. 

Change of Sentiment in England— Preferen- 
tial Trade Relations Urged. 

London, Dec. 11.— The conference at 
St. James' hall, open to all favorable to 
the reform of the fiscal policy of Great 
Britain on protection lines and called by 
James Lowther, M. P., who presided, 
was thinly attended. Those present in- 
cluded Lord Marschall and Messrs. How- 
arth, Disraeli, Sands and Selon Kerr, 
members of parliament. 

Mr. Lowther, in a long speech, stated 
that there is a rapidly increasing senti- 
ment in Great Britain that the nation's 
financial policy is radically wiong. The 
Sultan of Turkey, he added, is the only 
ruler under heaven wdio has adopted the 
principles of the Cobden club. Continu- 
ing, Mr. Lowther remarked that within 
a year the two greatest republics of the 
world had gone tkrough remarkable 
changes. The speaker then referred to 
the high character and great ability of 
President-elect McKinley, saying: "He 
would never have occupied his promin- 
ent position had not his name been asso- 
ciated with the most radical protective 
tariff ever framed in the United States, 
and the same can he said of M. Meline, 
the French premier." The speaker 
stated that he favored a 5 per cent, duty 
on wheat, which would produce £15, 000,- 
000 ($62,500,000) of revenue. 

Joseph Howarth moved resolutions in 
favor of changing the policy of the coun- 
try so as to secure unfailing food sup- 
plies, with secure markets for the manu- 
facturers, by means of preferential trad- 
ing relations with all parts of the em- 
pire. Ho said preaching to English 
free traders is like preaching to men in 
Saturn, and urged a meeting in the fu- 
ture to make it desperately uncomfort- 
able for them, adding: 

" So long as the working man is under 
free trade there is nothing left for an 
Englishman but to dig bis own grave 
with a foreign spade, and to be buried in 
a foreign coffin." 

Several resolutions urging preferential 
trade and the founding of protection 
leagues in every British constituency 
were adopted unanimously.

EESOURCES OF WASHINGTON. 

Letter Issued by the Tacoma Chamber of 
Commerce Reviewing the Situation. 

Tacoma, Dec. 11. — The Tacoma cham- 
ber of commerce and board of trade has 
given out for publication a letter on 
the political situation in Washington 
and i ts relation to the commercial inter- 
ests of the state and to its future. Copies 
of the letter will be sent to investors and 
financial authorities of the East. The 
letter was prepared by a joint committee 
of the Tacoma and Seattle chambers of 
commerce, but the board of directors of the 
latter body decided it would be best not 
to send out the letter as emanating from 
the Seattle chamber of commerce. 

The letter stales that, owing to an ap- 
prehension on the part of Eastern indi- 
viduals and linns that the recent elec- 
tion will prove disastrous to the future 
of the commonwealth, it is the duty of 
all to allay such fears by proving them 
groundless, fn so doing they feel that 
an expression from the chamber of com- 
merce as to the real situation will serve 
to inspire renewed confidence, not only 
among those already having investments 
in the state, but among thune who niav 
be looking toward tho Pacific states for 
investments or locutions. 

In referring to Governor-elect lingers, 
the letter states that nothing bus been 
expressed by him that might lead any- 
one to believe that he will not give a 
clean and conservative administration. 
Referring to the recent election, the 
letter says the successful ticket was not 
Populiatic, but was composed of a fusion 
among the People's party, Democrats 
and silver Republicans, and that the 
Populists will not even havo control of 
the legislature, as the joint vote is re- 
quired to enact any law. 

" With our resources," concludes the 
letter, " of forests, coal, iron and pre- 
cious minerals; with waters teeming 
with fish, and with numberless acres of 
land yielding a bountiful harvest of food 
products — each of these varied interests 
having representatives in the legislature 
who will undoubtedly work toward their 
further development — and with the in- 
creasing demand for these products 
from China, Japan, Australia, Central 
and South America, as well as our own 
land, together with the increasing pros- 
perity already manifesting itself through- 
out the United States, wo sincerely feel 
and believe that at no period of our his- 
tory ns territory or stale has the pros- 
pect for legitimate business and invest- 
ment ever been aa favorable as it ia at 
this time."

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Dec. 11.— Tho anti-Mon 
golian League held a meeting last night 
aud arranged for a deputation to wait 
upon Hon. Mr. Davies during his visit 
to Vancouver to state the ease in favor 
of restricting the importation of Chinese. 

A meeting of Liberals was held on 
Wednesday evening, when it was decid- 
ed to assist the canneryinen and the 
board of trade in connection with the 
ministerial banquet. Mr. J. C. McLagan 
interviewed Hon. Mr. Davies in Victoria 
as to holding a public meeting here. 

An attempted burglary is reported 
from a residence at the corner on Ten- 
dril and Bute streets. Tho front door 
was forced, but the burglars were dis- 
turbed in their work by three shots fired 
by a resident in the house, whereupon 
they made good their escape without 
having been able to get possession of any 
booty. 

The remains of tho late David Geddes 
will be sent to Belgrade, Out., for inter- 
ment. The funeral to the C.l'.R. depot 
will take place on Sunday, under the 
auspices of the l.O.O.l''. 

The banquet to Hon. Mr. Davies will 
be held in the Hotel Vancouver on Mon- 
day evening. Tickets are $5. 

The regular monthly session of the 
County court was held yesterday, Judge 
Bole presiding. Several eases were 
called, but adjourned until to-day. 

The interest in the approaching muni- 
cipal elections is increasing. Mr. Alex. 
McKenzie, assistant-storekeeper of the 
C.P.R., is mentioned as a likely candi- 
date for alderman ic honors in Ward 2, 
and also Mr. T. F. Neelands. 

Certain amendments, introduced into 
the Municipal act of 18t)li, are causing 
consternation in the suburban munici- 
palities around here. The changes are 
said to have caused the wholesale dis- 
franchisement of large non-resident tax- 
payers. North Vancouver, as a result, has, 
it is claimed, only one voter left and no- 
body qualified to sit in next year's 
council. South Vancouver's voters' list 
will be reduced probably to about 30 or 
•10 and Bumaby's from -100 to less than 
50. One ward in Burnaby is left without 
a single voter and in case of two nomina- 
tions no election can bo made for that 
ward, whilst those qualified to sit in 
Bumaby's council of six are reduced to 
about twelve persons in all. Coquitlam 
is a still worse case, and it is doubtful 
whether it can elect a council. A dele- 
gation urging the provincial government 
to take remedial action at once will pro- 
bably visit Victoria. 

Vancouver has now a burial question 
on hand. The present city cemetery is 
in parts, as yet unused, waterlogged, and 
it is doubtful whether these can be made 
lit for their intended purpose. Mean- 
while thi! Roman Catholics mean to pro- 
vide a cemetery of their own, and it is 
possible that a company may get up a 
cemetery on joint stock lines, unless the 
city takes action to meet the situation. 
This will, however, in all probability be 
done. 

The golden wedding of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Clark was celebrated hist evening 
at the resilience of Mr. W. A. Clark, 
Homer street. 

Trie library board held its usual meet- 
ing yesterday, whin it was reported that 
a large number of new books had been 
purchased from New York and London. 
The librarian was granted the use of the 
reading room for the annual Christmas 
dinner to be given to those in need, aB 
has been the custom for several years. 
The com niittee appointed to examine the 
building and report as to its stability for 
the purpose of an institute stated that 
they had carefully gone into the matter 
but were not at presint in a. position to 
make a detailed report. 

The Nationalist Association, of Van- 
couver, held their usual meeting last 
night, when matters pertaining to the 
approching municipal elections were 
discussed. The question of the purchase 
of the stone quarries at Granite Falls 
was brought up as a possible investment 
by the city and favorably considered. 

Mountain Rose and Orphan Boy are 
the most active stocks in Vancouver at 
present. They have been selling for the 
past week freely for about one cent bo- 
low tho quotations generally seen in the 
newspapers. In Westminster, for a few- 
days past, Snow Drop and Red Eagle 
seemed to have received more attention 
in the market than any other stock. 
Golden Cache has been transferred sev- 
eral times from $1.65 to $1.7") in Van- 
couver. Channe is still held very firm. 

WESTMINSTER 

Westminster, Dec. 11. — The machin- 
ery for the Automatic Can Company is 
expected to arrive here in about two 
weeks by special steamer. Six skilled 
mechanics will arrive at the same time 
with their wives and families. It is ex- 
pected that from seventy to eighty local 
employee will also be engaged. It would 
appear that the reason for the decision 
of the automatic can factory to locate at 
New Westminster was owing not so 
much to the anti-Chinese clause which 
it was proposed to insert in their charter 
at Vancouver, as to the fact that water 
front land could be secured in the Royal 
City at a much lower price than in Van- 
couver, and also because of proximity to 
river transportation. 

Traffic on the river is remarkably 
brisk now alter the temporary stoppage 
caused by the Bevero weather. Every 
boat arriving from up-river points 
brings large quantities of live stock and 
the market to-day will be well supplied. 

"The New Magdalen " was produced 
by an amateur company this evening 
for the benefit of the funds of St. Barna- 
bas church. 

A Chinaman, calling himself Ah Sing, 
was sentenced to six months' imprison- 
ment for the theft of a quantity of to- 
bacco from Mrs. Strang's store on Co- 
lumbia street. A smart capture was ef- 
fected in this case by Mrs. Strang's son 
and another youth. The six vagrants 
were remanded until Tuesday. 

Rev. H. H, Gowen lectured last eve 
ning to a largo audience on the subject 
of John Wesley. The reverend lecturer 



was the recipient of a hearty vote of 
thanke, the gentleman moving the same 
referring with regret to the appro.iching 
departure of Mr. Gowen.

(From the Comox Union.) 
Mary Anna Macdonald, wife of John 
Macdonald, of Deep Bay, was shot and 
instantly killed on Tuesday, as recently 
reported, of last week. They were living 
in an unpretentious home on the beach. 
Mr. Macdonald's rifle was left standing 
in the corner muzzle down. He went 
out to chop some wood, and soon hear- 
ing (so he saye) the report of a ride with- 
in the house, hurried inside to find his 
wife on the bed dead. The rifle had fallen 
over and the ball — a 44 calibre— had en- 
tered at the right shonlder and passed 
clear through to the left shoul- 
der, where it was flattened against 
the collar bone. Mr. Macdonald 
reported the shooting at once to two 
white men, who came in aud found the 
body still warm. They then went for 
Officer McCartney, who brought the 
body to Comox. An inquest was held 
Thursday by Coroner Abrams. The ver- 
dict was that she came to her death at 
the hands of some ono unknown. The 
coroner under the circumstances ordered 
Macdonald under arrest, and Friday he 
had a hcarinc, wo understand, before 
Messrs. McICenzie and Mundell, J.P's. 
Mrs. Macdonald was a cripple, and a very 
large woman, weighing probably 30*0 
pounds. Both she and her husband are 
natives of tho forest. Macdonald was 
discharged by the justices. 

GRAND FORKS. 
(From tho Grand Forks Miner.) 

Eastern capitalists are negotiating for 
the purchase of the Robin Adair mine, 
near the Seattle mine, up the north 
fork. 

Considerable excitement has been 
caused by tiie finding of free gold in 
paying quantities ou the Star and Cres- 
cent property on Lo Fleur mountain. 

The last few days have been unusual- 
ly lively at Grand Forks, besides tho 
usual rush of speculators looking for 
properties. 

The townsite formerly owned by John 
A. Manly, Lloyd A. Manly and G. W. 
Averill has been sold to a strong and in- 
lluential syndicate, including a number 
of Victorians. It is the intention to 
forma stock company with a capital of 
$75,000. 

The Observation Mountain Gold Min- 
ing Company is the name given to a new 
ocal company recently incorporated in 
Grand Forks with a capitalization of 
$ L, MO.OOO, of which .$500,000 is put in 
the treasury. The properties owned by 
the company consist of a group of six 
claim on Observation mountain and two 
claims on Hardy mountain. Stock is 
now being put on tho market to pur- 
chasers at a low figure. Assays taken 
from these Observation mountain pro- 
perties ran as high as $15 in gold taken 
from the croppings. One thing peculiar 
about this company's properties is that 
they are adjoining the townsite of Grand 
Forks. 

ROSSLAND. 

(From tlic Rosslander.) 

The Ottawa shows a capping of 300 
feet wide and has a 3S5-foot tunnel run, 
the more the work done the bettor the 
showing. Three men are at work on 
the property and will bo kept busy. The 
Ottawa is capitalized at $250,000, but the 
Btock is not on tho market, being held by 
the promoters. A little of it has been 
disposed of for development work, but 
there is not any more now available. 
When the Ottawa is a shipping mine in- 
vestors will have a chance to make a 
judicious investment. The Ottawa ad- 
joins the Silver Bell. 

Track laying on the Red Mountain 
railway had reached tho St. Paul mine 
on Sunday at noon. There is a strong 
gang of men on, which is larger than 
the usual tracklaying force, ou account 
of about a foot of snow, most of which is 
beaten hard by foot passengers and has 
to be removed. 

The Porto Rico and Lizzie B., on Wild 
Horse creek, have been bonded to an 
English gentleman, the consideration 
being $52,000. The claims will he work- 
ed at once, a contract having been let 
for a 60-foot tunnel. 

Two machine drills on the White Bear 
have started work. A sum of $500,000 
have been set aside by the company for 
development work, and this, it is ex- 
pected, will prove ample for the purpose. 
There are now ample machinery and a 
sufficient force of men on the ground to 
test the capabilities of tho property. 
The White Bear adjoins the Le Roi on 
the west. 

During the week the I'alo Alto has 
been deepened to the extent of about six 
feet, making a depth in all of some 77 
feet. On Saturday last E. M. Bouehe, 
the superintendent, took some splendid 
samples from the bottom of the shaft, 
which, on being assayed, showed $-11 in 
gold and fully one per cent, copper. The 
last assay on the clean ore gave $24 in 
gold. 

The tunnel on the Jumbo is now in 
000 foot, and the ore being taken out is 
of a high grade. Owners claim .a well- 
defined vein of some forty feet in width, 
and hope to be shipping in a month 
from date. They hope, when tho Red 
Mountain road is running, to be able to 
ship ore at $0 per ton, while the ruling 
rate is now nearly double that figure. 

The latest samples of ore from the Sil- 
ver Bell, now down about fifty feet, show 
a strike of steel galena of rich quality. 
Recent assays give 100 silver, averaging 
$123.50, and 05 per cent, lead, worth 
$:i2.60. This does not include the gold 
or copper assay, in both of which the 
mineral is strong. The Silver Bell is be- 
ing worked for all it iB worth, bo confi- 
dent is the management as to its wealth.

IN SLIPPERY PLACES. 

The Hon. Mr. Daviea, in the very 
pleasant and eloquent speech which he 
delivered last night in the A.O.TJ.W 
hall, drew a humorous picture of the 
difficulties which Mr. Foster had to face 
when he set about revising the National 
Policy tariff. Every manufacturer was 
willing that his neighbor's protection 
should be cut down, but he most vigor- 
ously protested against touching with 
the pruning knife the particular indus- 
try in which he was engaged. 

When discussing this part of his sub- 
ject, Mr. Daviea must have seen that he 
was treading on very slippery ground 
Some members of the Liberal Govern- 
ment, of which he is a member, are now 
engaged in making an inquiry prelimin 
ary to the proposed revision of tho tariff. 
Men engaged in p.ll the industries and of 
every shade of politicalopinionareappear- 
ing before the Commission to give its 
members the information they are seek- 
ing. Every man, whose industry is now 
protected, wants that protection retained 
and many of them are most desirous to 
have it increased. It does not matter 
whether the manufacturer or other pro 
ducer is a Grit or a Tory, he 
pleads earnestly for protection. The 
pork-packer is as eager for the reten- 
tion of the protection which he enjoys, 
as the cotton manufacturer; the Grit 
tanner is, before ttie Commissioners, 
quite as strong a protectionist as the 
Conservative owner of a rolling mill or 
an iron foundry. Their unanimity is 
something surprising; and, strange to 
say, they are all fairly well satisfied with 
the tariff with which Mr. Daviea finds 
such fault. 

It must be remembered that all these 
men have votes, and there are thousands 
depending on the industries which they 
represent who also have voteB. It is 
folly to say that this consideration will 
not influence the Commissioners and 
their colleagues when the tariff comes 
\o be revised, and will not stay the hand 
of the ardent free trader who has pledged 
himself to '•eliminate every veatige of 
protection from the tariff." 

We have no doubt that the tariff, after 
it is revised by the present party, will 
beariar less resemblance to Sir Richard 
Cartwright's and Mr. Fielding's ideal 
tariff than Mr. Foster's tariff bore to his 
theoretical one. The laugh will then be 
on Mr. Foster's side, and there is not the 
slightest doubt that the ex-Finance Min- 
ister will find plenty ol* food for laughter 
in the Liberal tariff. When he com- 
pares it with the pre-election speeches 
of Mr. Laurier and his colleagues in the 
Government, it will then, indeed, pre- 
sent a comical appearance. It cannot be 
otherwise. 



will not enact any harmful legislation, 
and will, probably, not engage in any 
disturbing agitations. It will not, for 
example, pass the Dingley bill, which is 
as friendless a measure as wag ever in- 
troduced in Congress — a measure that 
does not gratify the protectionists, and 
that yet offends all who have hoped that 
the McKinley act of 1800 marked the 
high tide of government exactions in aid 
of private interests. The Republicans 
who agreed that this half-hearted meas- 
ure should be introduced in the first in- 
stance are still opposed to itB enactment 
into law. 

So far as this congress is concerned, 
the business interests of the country 
will have every opportunity for revival 
that they can possibly enjoy under ex- 
isting laws — no more and no less. But 
in view of the long time during which 
business has been in a state of suspended 
anhnation, and during which, too, capi- 
tal has been eagerly waiting for oppor- 
tunities for investment, this will prob- 
ably be enough, especially as there re- 
mains the inevitable hope that the next 
congress will be better than its immedi- 
ate predecessors. 

If the Dominion Parliament in its 
next session should follow the example 
of the United States Congress and take a 
few weeks off, or spend them in pretend- 
ing to be busy, the business interests 
of the country wonld moat probaby 
bo greatly benefited. Business here, 
as in tho States, needs to bo 
let alone, to be allowed time 
and opportunity to revive and recuper- 
ate. If good times are coming, as they 
apparently are, the business of tho 
country should be in a position to take 
advantage of them. But if its legisla- 
tors spend the greater part of their time 
tinkering the tariff, as it appears they 
are determined to do, they will, in all 
probability, do a great deal more harm 
than good. They will unsettle busi- 
ness, and it will take a good deal of time 
before the country gets used to the now- 
state of things. The business of the 
United States has not yet recovered 
from the last revision of tho tariff, that 
was made two years or so aeo. A great 
deal was hoped and expected from that 
revision, but it has been a disappoint- 
ment from first to last. It was, too, as 
ours is intended to bo, a revision in the 
direction of free trade. 



A REST NEEDED. 



Harper's Weekly is of opinion that 
Congress during the present session will 
not do much for the good of tho coun- 
try. It seems to think that the Senate 
is impracticable, and it knows that the 
House of Representatives cannot do 
anything alone. Having given its rea- 
sons for coming to this conclusion, it 
saya : 

And since the Senate stands in the 
way, obstinately declining to permit the 
enactment of any financial bill that con- 
tains the slightest glimmering of 
sense or honesty, those who pre- 
dict that the coming session will 
be fruitless are probably correct. It is 
not to lie supposed that the Senate 
would even consent to the creation of a 
commission for the revision of our patch- 
work financial system, if Mr. Cleveland 
were to appoint the Commissioners.' 

But, according to the Weekly, there 
might be a much worse thing for the 
country than a fruitless session o F Con- 
gress. Xo legislation at all is far better 
than bad legislation. In fact, there 
are political heretics in almost 
every country who hold that there 
is in these days altogether too 
much legislation, and that if tho legiala 
tors of most countries would goon strike 
for three or four years the peoples for 
whom they work when they are busy 
would stand a chauco of recovering from 
the ill effects of too much legislation. At 
any rate, Harper's Weekly does not ex- 
pect that the United States will be any 
the worse off if Congress does nothing 
more than its routine work in tho ses- 
sion which is now going on. This is 
what it says : 

But, as we have already said, wo do 
not expect that this Congrebs will do 
anything whatever. It will not only 



SPA NISII INH UMANITY. 

A Cuban revolutionist named Carrera, 
who was for some time imprisoned in 
the penal settlement of Ceuta, has 
escaped, and after much Buffering and 
many adventures has arrived safely in 
the United States. Carrera tells a 
dreadful story about the way in 
which political prisoners are treated 
by the Spanish in Ceuta. Ceuta 
is a fortified town belonging to 
Spain, situated on the northern coast of 
Morocco, opposite Gibraltar. It iH a 
military and penal station and is built 
on the ancient Abyla, one of the range 
Septem Fratres. There are imprisoned 
in this fortress, from which escape is 
next to impossible, some three hundred 
Cuban political prisoners, most of whom 
are keut breaking stone under a broiling 
sun. They have over them armed guards 
who have the power to lash the prison- 
ers for any slackness in working and for 
any infringement of the prison rules. 
Here is part of the description cf the 
work which the prisoners have to doand 
the treatment they receive : 

Then the clank of hammers begins, 
and it is kept up throughout the day 
with the exception of a brief period dur- 
ing which the prisoners eat more gruel, 
more bread, potatoes and water. The 
toil ia frightfully monotonous. If only 
the prisoners could converse the mono- 
tony would not be so great. A word, 
however, means a hissing whiplash over 
the shoulders or across the face. 

The rattling of heavy hammers is 
deafening and the dust is intolerable, 
but there is no cessation. The sun 
climba rapidly overhead and the heat 
becomes atilling. Over on the edge of 
the kneeling squad a small Cuban pris- 
oner reels with every swing of the ham- 
mer. He arrived on tho Spanish steamer 
at midnight with two others, and this is 
his first day. 

The young prisoner overcome by the 
heat and exhausted by the severe exer 
tion to which he was not accustomed, 
faints. This is what followed : 

At that very moment the young Cuban 
pitched forward on his face, half sense 
less. Up came the guard, whip in hand, 
ready for the fray. He had seen the old 
convict say something, and had seen the 
other fall. Down came the whip across 
the shoulders of the senseless Cuban, 
who only moaned with the pain. 

Again an, 1 again tho whip descended 
with a hiss like that of an angry snake. 
I p sprang one of the young man's com- 
panions with a jugged stone in his hand. 

" My God! " tie cried, " if you hit that 
man again I'll brain you.'" 

The young Cuban was afterwards 
whipped in the prison yard until he 
fainted under the lash. The two men, 
who sympathised with the lad and 
warned him in whispers of what would 
follow if he did not keep on working, were 
also flogged in the most brutal manner. 
There was no trial. The men are com- 
pletely at the mercy of their jailers and 
these men do not seem to know what 
either justice or mercy means. The 
prisoners are half-starved and their 
sleeping places are damp and filthy. 
The prison is well-named El Hacho 
" the hell " for to the unhappy 
men who are confined in it, it must be 
hell indeed. The account of the treat- 
ment which tho men receivo is indeed 
harrowing. It is just possible that the 
cruelty of the jailors may bo exagger- 
ated, but oven making allowance for 
this, the condition of tho prisoners is 
truly pitiable.

posed to the punishment of the lash if 
he violates or is accused of violating any 
of them. 

Last summer fourof the prisoners who 
had money, planned their escape very in- 
geniously and were lucky enough to 
get away. They were pursued and 
their boat, when near the shore, 
was sunk by a shot from a 
earronade. Three of them swam in 
one direction and Carrera in another. 
Carrera did not see his three companions 
after the boat sank. He does not, how- 
ever, say that they were drowned. 

The story of the sufferings of the pris- 
oner in Ceuta will no doubt be spread 
far and wide. It first appeared in tho 
New York Herald. Its effect will cer- 
tainly be to increase the sympathy felt 
for the insurrectionists in the United 
States and elsewhere. Carrora's Buffer- 
ings have not cooled his ardor for the 
cause of freedom. He is determined to 
return to Cuba to aid its inhabitants in 
throwing off the yoke of Spain. 

THE LATEST CANARD. 

We see that the sensationalist news- 
monger is trying to get the English 
speaking public to believe that there is a 
party in Canada, who are bound to bring 
about its independence. There is no 
such party in this Dominion, Canadians 
know well enough that the true mean- 
ing of " independence " as far as Canada 
ia concerned is "annexation." There 
may be a few hare-brained people, who 
think that they can wheedle Canadians 
into union with the United States by 
preaching independence. But the trick 
is too shallow to deceive anyone. The 
"Independents" who are said to 
be in Montreal and elsewhere — and 
they are very few indeed — might 
as well call themselves Annexationists 
at once. That would be honest, but, 
they evidently believe, such a course 
would not he expedient. Annexation is 
so unpopular in Canada now that 
they know if they come out in their true 
colors they would stand ho chance of 
making even a sensation. But their in 
dependence dodge will have no better 
success. It will, we venture to predict, 
be the flattest kind of a failure. Dull as 
tho times are and eager as the restless 
people are to have something exciting to 
talk about, the Independence story will 
not be entertained by even the most ex 
citable of quidnuncs.

A TOWN SIT B AT STAKE. 

Important Appeal Case Now PencHnt, In 
Which the Ownership of n Large Part 
of Sandon Is Involved. 

The B all court yesterday heard argu- 
ment in the appeal of Harris v. Kirlin 
and Sproat v. Kirlin. This was an ap- 
peal by the defendants from an order of 
Mr. Justice Drake refusing to transfer 
the actions to the Supreme court upon 
motion made under the County courts 
act, Bection o7. The actions involved 
the right of the plaintiffs to a part of 
the townsite of Sandon, held under a 
crown grant of a mineral claim. 

Mr. Justice Drake found as a tact that 
the annual value of the lands involved 
in the actions was over $300, but as the 
plaintiff's title was under a mineral 
crown grant, that under section 144 of 
the mineral act, 1896, the County court 
had jurisdiction, and soction 37 of the 
County courts act did not apply. The 
actions were not marked " mineral juris- 
diction," as provided by section 145 of 
the mineral act, 1SUG, and it was argued 
for the appellants that, by reason of that 
omission, the actions must be 
treated as under the ordinary 
jurisdiction of the County court; that it 
they could be treated as mineral actions 
the learned Judge should have trans- 
ferred them to the Supreinecourt, under 
sub-section 11 of above section 114. 
The Full court allowed the appeal with 
costs, holding that whether mineral ac- 
tions or not they ought to bo transferred 
to the Supreme" courts, and appointed 
Mr. Marquis, of Nelson, receiver of the 
rents pending the action. 

Mr. Robert Cassidy for the appeal ; 
Mr. II. D. Helmcken, Q.C., and Mr. W. 
J. Taylor for the plaintiffs, contra. 

COAL JUNES REGULATIONS. 

Constitutionality ol the Amendment of i8go 
Argued Before the Full Court. 

The constitutionality of the provision 
in the Coal Mines Regulation Act pro- 
hibitingChinamen from being employed 
underground was argued before the Full 
court yesterday. This was a reference 
to the court to determine the constitu- 
tionality of the amendment by Chapter 
33 of the provincial statutes of 1890, sec. 
1, to the Coal Mines Regulation Act, 
Consolidated Statutes 1888, chapter 84, 
sec. 4, which originally read: 

" No boy under the age of 12 years and 
no woman or girl of any age shall be em- 
ployed in or be allowed to be for the pur- 
pose of employment in any mino to 
which this act applies, below ground," 

The amendment extended the prohi- 
bition to Chinamen. 

Charles Wilson, Q.C., and II. Dallas 
Helmcken, Q.C., appeared in support of 
the constitutionality of the act, and 
Hon. C. E. Pooley, Q.C., against it. 
Hon. Mr. Pooley took the view that de- 
scrimination against any nationality was 
an infringement on the liberty of the 
subject, over which the Dominion had 
sole jurisdiction. For that reason he 
argued that the section was ultra vires 
of the province. 

Mr. Charles Wilson, Q.C., argued that 
the provision was quite within the pow- 
ers of the province to place in the act. 

The court, having heard the argument 
on both sides, reserved judgment.

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Counsel for the United States Pre- 
sent Evidence Against the 
" Uarolena" Claim. 



A Hunter o£ That Schooner Places 
a Low Estimate on 
Her Value. 



The taking of evidence for the United 
States in the case, of the British claim 
on account of the seizure of the schooner 
Carolena was begun yesterday. Before 
the first witness for the defence was ex- 
amined, Hon.Mr. Peters produced the "list 
of extracts from the American caso he- 
fore the Paris tribunal of arbitration 
mentioned the previous day and offered 
them us evidence, and practicaily the 
same objections raised before by the 
United States were apain raised. Some 
of the extracts wore finally admitted by 
the commissioners and the others with- 
drawn. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson next stated that 
when William Munaie was beinn exam- 
ined the name of John Cotsford had been 
mentioned as one of the hunters on the 
Carolena. The United States had Bo- 
cured this witness. The British Bide 
miirht call him if they pleased. 

lion. Mr. Peters explained that the 
British counsel had not had opportunity 
of finding out what Mr. Oosford'a evi- 
dence would be, so that it would be bet- 
ter for the United States to use him as 
their witness. 

John Cotsford stated that, though now 
a resident of Seattle, he had formerly 
lived in Victoria, and his family were 
still here. He had been a hunter on the 
Carolena in 1880, having been engaged 
by Mr. Munaie, Mr. Bechtel being also 
present when the arrangements were 
made. Bechtel went up as far as Clay- 
oquot on the Carolena when she started 
for Behring Sea in 18S6, ami air. Bechtel 
also did the buying of the canoes from 
the Indians, the cost being from $10 to 
$15. The Carolena began sealing in 
Behring Sea about July 1, and witness 
understood that Captain Ogilvie had in- 
tended to leave tho Sea about August 
23rd. He heard it passed round the 
schooner that if they stayed longer the 
provisions would net short; he did not 
know, however, how this rumor arose. 
After the vessel was seized and taken to 
Ounalaflka the crew were allowed to go 
ashore, half at a time, but afterwards 
\ were allowed to go ashore as they 
pleased. lie put the number 
of seal caught in Behring Sea 
by the Caarolena at 860 or 040. 

'In cross-examination by Hon. Mr. 
Peters the witness said ho did not know 
what quantities of provisions were on the 
Carolena and he had not seen Mr. Bech- 
tel nay over the money for the canoes to 
the Indians at Clayoquot. 

A. J. Bechtei was next called and 
asked about his ownership of theschoon- 
er San Diego, for the purpose of proving 
by the register made with the customs 
both at San Francisco and in Victoria 
that Bechtel was a United Statea citizen 
in ISSti. 

Hon. Mr. Peters objected that the 
documents were only secondary proof; 
but after eorno argument the documents 
were received, subject to objections at 
the final argument. 

Capt. Alex. McLean, who has been 
connected with tho sealing industry 
Binco 1SS3, was next examined an to the 
value of sealing vessels. He had been 
in the Behring seas on the Favorite in 
1880 and in 1SS7 was captain of the 
Mary Ellen. His opinion was that 
about August 20 was the usual closo of 
the sealing season in Behring sen.. 
The witness said that he knew something 
of the value of sealing vessels in ISSii, 
and gave $1 ,700 as What he would have 
estimated tho Carolena to have been 
worth in 1885, alter she had been re- 
paired and lengthened. In 1SSG most of 
the sealing vessels that came to Victoria 
were from San Francisco, and could be 
built there new for $100 a ton. 

The examination in chief of the wit- 
nesses was not finished when the hour 
of adjournment came.

DUEKANT DELAYED. 

The Case of the Convicted San Francisco 
Murderer Again Continued. 

Sa\ Francisco, Dec. 11.— The War- 
rant murder case came up again in the 
supreme court Monday on a motion to 
dismiss the order of submission made at 
Los Angeles several weeks ago. As was 
expected, delay resulted, the matter go- 
ing over for two weeks. It will be re- 
membered that the court threw a bomb 
shell into the camp ot Messrs. Dickin- 
son and Deuprey, attorneys for Durrant, 
by declaring that the case was submit- 
ted without the briefs of the defendants 
having been filed. The attorneys claim- 
ed they did not have time to prepare the 
briefs, and immediately asked that an 
order he issued and that Durrant. be 
given another opportunity to lile his 
briefs. This matter came up on Mon- 
day for settlement. On this occasion the 
delay was caused by Attorney-General 
Fitzgerald. When the calender was 
called he arose and moved for a continu- 
ance, saying that he had exercised due 
diligence, but nevertheless was unable 
to prepare the briefs to be submitted by 
the people in the case. The desired con- 
tinuance was granted. 



SEIZURE OF OPIUM. 

A Large Quantity Taken Possession oi nt 
Honolulu. 

Honolulu, Dec. 1. — (Per steamer 
China to San Francisco, Dec. II.)— About 
-ISO half-pound tins of opium were cap- 
tured by the customs house authorities 
December 1. They were found concealed 
in tins of soda crackers, in a shipment of 
171 cases por the Mount Lebanon, by the 
Portland Cracker Co. to the Washington 
Feed Co., and Morris & Lowden, of the 
latter company, are under arrest. 

San Francisco, Dec. 11. — The local 
federal officials are much stirred up over 
tho above story. The seizure is the larg- 
est since the capture of tho schooner 
Henrietta. The freight from the Mount 
Lebanon was discharged at Honolulu on 
tho Pacific Mail wharf at 7 o'clock in the 
morning. The vessel sailed that after- 
noon for Yokohama, leaving 17-1 cases of

Failures — Bank Clearings — New 
York Stock Market Flat and 
Uninteresting-. 



New York, Dec. 11.— R. Ci. Dun & Co., 
in their weekly review of trade, will say: 
" The approach of the holidays and doubt 
absut the action of congress have put oil 
further improvement until the new year. 
While the industries have gained in their 
working force they are waiting for a com 
mensurate gain the demand, anil mean- 
while are trying to clear away the embar- 
rassments which restrict them. The wheat 
market has weakened with less gloomy 
news from other countries and larger 
Western receipts, though there are only 
3,691,374 bushels against 6,000,314 at this 
time last year. Disappointment about the 
break in prices may help to increase the re- 
ceipts. The Atlantic exports were hut 2,- 
755,051 bushels, Hour included, anil for two 
weeks there have been but 4,748,118 bush 
els against 4,172,446 last year. Pacific 
Coast dispatches show that the exports 
continue to he heavy. About 300,000 tons 
are available in California. The market 
has declined and the decrease in the de- 
mand for Hour, with the high rail rates, has 
closed nearly all the Lake Superior, Dulutb 
ami many of the other Northwest mills. 

Cotton has declined three-sixteenths, and 
in spite of all the stories that nearly all the 
crop has been marketed continues to come 
forward steadily. With over live million 
bales in sight already there are estimates, 
bused on the government reports that the 
yield is S, 300,000 hales or less, which would 
leave but 3,300,000 to come forward in eight 
months and three weeks. ' When the om 
cial report first came there was a rush 
of buyers. A few minutes turned 
the current and a rapid decline followed 

The iron output was 142,278 tons weekly, 
against 124,077 on November 1 and 21-1 
a year ago. »The unsold stocks reported 
were 31,011 tons smaller than on Novenv 
her L, but these do not include the stocks 
of the great steel companies. The entire 
industry is for the time being demoralized 
by uncertainty regarding the great com 
binations. Until the future influence of 
these combinations is better defined nar- 
row trailing must be expected, and Resse 
mer high and grey forge are slightly lower 

The failures for the week have been 380 
in the United States against 303 for the 
same week last year, anil 43 in Canad 
ugainst 51 last year. 

Bradstreet's to-morrow will say : " Ther 
has been no improvement in general trade 
this week except in holiday specimens. At 
Augusta, Louisville, Nashville, Charleston. 
Chattanooga, Cincinnati and Memphis the 
condition of business is unchanged, bike 
reports come from Cleveland, ProvideilC 
Chicago, Omaha and Diiluth, where tl 
activity is confined to the n un 1 demand for 
holiday goods ami the requests for staple 
continue moderate. 

The situation nt Milwaukee, Galveston 
and Birmingham, Ala., is characterizei 
disappointing, but at St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis there is a more active demand for 
drills, groceries, shoes and hats, and at 
Jacksonville, Savannah, Atlanta and New 
( Irlenns for staple goods. 

Distribution of merchandise in Texas I 
been checked by those who have held hack 
cotton, awaiting higher prices. 

Unseasonable weather has again delayed 
the demand for winter goods, and th" 
proach of the period for stock-taking will 
prolong the season of dullness well ii it 
next month. The tendency of prices i 
more conspicuously downward, noticeably 
lor Bessemer pig-iron, steel billets, rails, 
hides, leather, (four, wheat, corn, oats, lard, 
cotton, petroleum. 

Comparatively steady conditions are re- 
ported for raw material wool, print clothe 
lumber, pork and sugar. Coffee is higher. 
The demand for leather and morocco has 
fallen nil' and a number of factories have 
been closed. Dry goods are depressed by 
the large stocksof print cloths in the hands 
of manufacturers, and although some New 
England woollen mills are well supplied 
with orders there is no revival in woollen 
manufactures. Some makers ure wait 
ing for the goods to start up. 

The exports of wheat from both coasts of 
the United States this week show a marked 
increase as compared with preceding year 
and amount to 4,222,714 bushels, contrasted 
with 3,1153,000 bushels last week, and 2,45s, - 
000 bushels in the corresponding week last 
year.

Submarine Wrecker to Search the Bed of 
the Ocean Adjacent to the Coast 
Lines. 

Baltimore, Dec. 10,— The Columbian 
Iron Works, of this city, have contract- 
el to build a submarine wrecking boat 
according to the plana of Simon Lake, 
an inventor of Baltimore. The new ves- 
sel will lie the first submarine boat ever 
l)u il t for practical submarine engineer- 
ing work.

Seattle Restaurant Keepers Unite to Ad- 
vance Their Prices. 

Seattle, Dec. 11.— The Scuttle restau- 
rant keepers have organized a trust or 
a union, and arc preparing to make an 
elevation in prices.

" SCAE-FACED CHARLIE." 

The Celebrated Modoc Chieftain Dies of 
Consumption. 

Seneca, Mo., Dec. 11.— " Scar-Faced 
Charlie, " the noted Modoc chief, is dead 
of consumption, on the Modoc reserva- 
tion, Indian Territory. " Scar- Faced 
Charlie," during the Modoc war, was a 
member of the conference with the 
United States commission, composed of 
Gen. Cauby and others, April 11, 1ST.'), 
near the lava beds in Northern Cal- 
ifornia, at which time Gen. Canby and 
Dr. Thomas were killed and Mr. Meach- 
am and another commissioner wounded. 

Tho Modoc outbreak, under the noted 
hostile, Capt. Jack, occurred in 1S72, 
when tho Indians of that tribe began to 
kill settlers and to commit other depre- 
dations. In 1S72 Gen. Canby went into 
the field to endeavor to bring the Modocs 
to accept the terms ottered them by the 
government in arranging a permanent 
peace. The campaign extended over 
several months, as the Indians took re- 
fuge in the lava beds, which gave them 
numerous opportunities to ambush the 
soldiers. Gen. Can by 's views were rath- 
er on tho side of mercy than of justice, 
ind in a letter to the department at 
Washington, but four dayB before his 
death, ho outlined a policy which, but 
for tho trenchery of the Indian leaders, 
would have averted a long and sanguin- 
irv war. 

On April 11, 1S73, General Canby, in 
ompany with Dr. Thomas and Mr. 
Meacham and another commissioner, 
met Captain Jack, Scar-Faced Charlie, 
Shacknasty Jim, Boston Charlie and 
other Indians in Siskiyou county, Cal., 
near tho lava beds. At a given signal 
the Indians suddenly began firing, and 
General Canby and Dr. Thompson were 
instantly killed, and Mr. Meacham and 
another commissioner wounded. Before 
the escort of soldiers had recovered from 
their suroriso the Indians had escaped 
to their stronghold in the lava beds. 

General J. C. Looinis took command 
of tho campaign, and a vigorous war was 
begun against the Indians, and they 
were, after a hard and sanguinary strug- 
gle, compelled to surrender. Captain 
fnck and two of his subordinates were 
hanged for the murder of General Canby' 
and Mr. Meacham. The rest of the Mo- 
docs, including Scar-Faced Charlie, were 
transferred to a reservation in the Indian 
Territory. Scar-Faced Charlie is said to 
be the man who fired the shot that was 
the signal for the assassination of Gen- 
eral Canby. 



EX-QUEEN LILI UOKALANI 

Arrives at San Francisco on a Trip Through 
the United States to Europe. 

Sax Francisco, Dec. 11. — Among the 
passengers on the steamer China, from 
Honolulu to-day, was ex-Queen Liiiuo- 

calani, of Hawaii. Much speculation 
was indulged in by the passengers re- 
garding her destination, about which she 
herself was uncommunicative. It was 
freely said that she was en route to 
Washington City to plead with Presi- 
dent Cleveland and certain congressmen 
for American intervention in Hawaiian 

tflairs, looking to her restoration to the 
Hawaiian throne. On the part of the 
ex-Queen, it was said that she was 
merely on a pleasure trip through the 
United States and that she would ex- 
tend her trip to Europe, and that the 
trip was taken with the full consent of 
her government at Honolulu, which re- I 
cently granted her lull pardon for herj 
complicity in the native uprising of one 
year ago.

The people of Victoria had an oppor 
tunity last night at the public meeting 
in the A.O.U.W. hall to hear an address 
from Hon. L. H. Davies, minister of 
marine and fisheries. The audience in- 
cluded, besides the Liberals, numerous 
Conservatives who, though not agreeing 
politically with the remarks of the elo- 
quent speaker, listened respectfully and 
courteously to what he had to say. The 
hall was well filled, many ladies being 
among the audience, and upon the plat- 
form with the Minister were Senator 
Mclnnea and others. 

Mr. George Riley, president of the 
Liberal Association, who occupied the 
chair, opened the meeting with some 
jocular remarks in respect to the success 
of the Liberals at the last election, and 
then called upon Mr. A. H. Scaife to 
read an address on behalf of the Liberal 
Association to the Hon. Mr. Davies. 

The address itself was laudatory of the 
Liberal party and complimented the 
Minister on the accession of his partv to 
power, with a touch of regret at the fact 
of Victoria being still true to the Con 
servatives. 

Hon. L. H. Davies in his opening 
remarks expressed his pleasure 
at having an opportunity of addressin 
an audience in which so many ladies 
were present. Modestly disclaiming to 
be worthyof the many compliments that 
were contained in the address he had 
heard, the Minister said that his pre 
vious impression of the illimitable 
wealth of this province had deepened in 
his mind since he had come here, and 
then turning to politics, he remarked 
that the reason of his visit was a deter 
mination on the part of his colleagues 
and himeelf to have the heads of depart- 
ments see the country for themselves, 
so that they might the better know how 
to govern it. Hon. Mr. Laurier's cab- 
inet was not a brilliant one, hut he be- 
lieved it was composed of business men 
who would endeavor to conduct the 
affairs of the country on business meth- 
ods. Alluding to Mr. Tarte, he defended 
that gentleman's deserting from the 
Conservative to the Liberal side by say- 
ing that Mr. Tarte had been actuated by 
a desire to join a party more honest 
than that with which he had formerly 
been associated. It was the refusal o"f 
the Conservative government to accept 
what Mr. Tarte had given them aa proofs 
of dishonesty of men in high places that 
had caused him to change his allegiance. 

The speaker regietted the absenee of 
lion. Mr. Blair, giving as a reason that 
he was at present in the great Kootenay 
mining country, with the intention, as 
Minister of Railways, "of examining into 
that country, with a view to its railway 
development, and no doubt, on his re- 
turn to Ottawa, impress on his col- 
leaguea the necessity of building, not 
only the Crow's Nest Pass Railway, but 
the continuation of that railway to the 
Coast. (Applause.) 

For himself, he had come here as the 
head of the marine department, partly 
on account of the sitting of the Bebring 
Sea Ciaims Commission and partly to 
look into matters connected with his de- 
partment here. It would give him great 
pleasure when he returned to Ottawa to 
provide for a proper buoy, beacon and 
log alarm at the entrance to the harbor, 
and he hoped to have the San Pedro 
wreck removed and replaced with a 
proper light. The representation made 
to him here for necessary improve- 
ments would bo lairl before his col- 
leagues sympathetically, and ho hoped 
to have them, if possible, carried out. 

Turning from local affairs to Dominion 
politics, he said he had very great re- 
spect for many Conservatives aud of the 
Conservative party as a whole, but be 
would say that that party, from being 
too long in power, had degenerated, un- 
til finally a corrupt clique bad the coun- 
try by the throat. If the Liberal party 
did not give Canada brilliant govern- 
ment, they would give the people clean 
government at least, he so predicted. 
Talking of the Liberal principles, he 
claimed that to-day Mr. Laurier, as a 
statesman, stood without a peer in the 
Dominion of Canada. His astuteness 
and ability in grasping the school ques- 
tion put the seal on his reputation, and 
slumped him as the leading statesman 
in Canada. It was a political libel, he 
said, to charge that the Liberals had 
preached one kind of policy in one part 
of the country and another policy 
in another part of the Dom- 
inion. As a proof, ho referred 
to the Liberal convention at Ottawa, 
the platform of which he maintained 
iiad never been successfully critised. 
The Conservatives were speechless ill, 
the face of that platform. The Liberals 
were not, he said, opposed to the manu- 
facturers, but they were not going to 
submit to a policy which made nine 
tenths of the peop.o slaves to a favored 
few and enabled the monopolists to grow 
rich. For himself be was a free trader 
and if free trade principles had been 
adopted in Canada years ago the coun 
try would have been years further ahead

in material progress. He had read years 
ago the policy of Cobden and of Bright 
and had seen Great Britain's trade in- 
crease enormously since the old country 
had adopted free trade. He compared 
the results of the last fifty years in the 
United States and Britain and said that 
while they had started out on an 
even basis fifty years ago, the 
United States in the carrying trade 
and commerce were to-day almost 
swept from the sea while England 
stands supreme aa the mistress of the 
seaa. (Applause.) Looking at (ireat 
Britain and her free trade and the Uni- 
ted States and protection, there could, in 
his mind, be no doubt which to choose. 
He had once been told by James G. 
Blaine that it was strange Canada had 
adopted a protective poliey. Upon Mr. 
Davies expressing his surpriso at such 
an expression from a man who was the 
advocate of protection for the United 
States, Mr. Blaine hail replied that the 
cases were different; that the United 
States iiad a variety of climates that en- 
abled her to produce everything she re- 
quired, while witli Canada it was differ- 
ent. 

Though a free-trader himself, the 
speaker remarked that it would not be 
right at one swoop to do away with pro- 
tection. The Liberal policy was, how- 
ever, not to levy a tax for any protec- 
tive purpose, but for revenue require- 
ments only. Even the apostles of pro- 
tection had a tew years ago, with a great 
deal of pluck, brought, down a policy 
" to lop oli* the mouldering branches," 
but it turned out to be a 
myth and a fable. Mr. FoBter 
had laid down as a leading principle 
in regard to levying customs taiifffor 
revenue, that the main object of levying 
acustoms tariff was to encourage certain 
industries. Every tax which was em- 
bodied in the old tariff will be eliminated 
by the Liberals, and they would not 
levy one dollar for protection but would 
levy many dollars for the purposes of 
revenue. The Conservatives had, in the 
seventeen years they were in power, 
taken taxes to the extent of a hundred 
millions more than would have been the 
case iiad the Liberals remained in power. 
That was the reason, he claimed, for the 
hard times, and he spoke of seeing signs 
of decadence and a want of progress 
throughout the country. The finance 
minister, Hon. William Fielding, he pre- 
dicted, would bring down a tariff which, 
while not neglecting the manufacturers, 
would carry out the policy of the Lib- 
eral party as laid down in the first plank 
of the platform of the convention of 1S93 
at Ottawa. 

He was not ashamed to stand here, he 
continued, and avow himself as the very 
apo3tle of reciprocity with the United 
States. When the reciprocity treaty of 
1854 was in force he remembered the 
great prosperity in his own part of Can- 
ada, aud from one end of the maritime 
provinces to the other the people were 
for reciprocity to-day. The Conserva- 
tives claimed to be in favor of recipro- 
city, but their practice had given the lie 
to their professions. He charged that in 
1891 the Conservatives iiad been return- 
ed to power only because the people 
thought they would get a reciprocity 
treaty, and then, after the elo.tions, 
" Sir Charles Tupper went to Washing- 
ton on his bended knees " to Mr. Blaine. 
The Liberals were in favorot reciprocity, 
but he for one was not in favor of giving 
up one jot of his allegiance to the British 
Hag if reciprocity had to be purchased 
at that, price. The British Hug was 
good enough for him. (Grtat applause). 

The British market was Camilla's best 
market. The country to the south was 
in some respects the only market for 
some of the products of Canada, and he 
believed that a reciprocity treaty would 
be negotiated in a very short time. That 
was the aim of„the Liberal party and ire 
expected to soon see it accomplished, 

Referring to the Manitoba school 
question, lie said that unless the Con- 
servative party dug it up again it was 
now settled. The Conservatives had 
been actuated " with a hateful desire to 
make political capital even out 
of the disintegration of the coun- 
try." The Conservative government 
had taken Manitoba by the throat 
and thrown her in the gutter and 
Manitobana would not have been of 
British blood if they had yielded. He 
claimed that the Conservatives were 
afraid of facing the electorate on the 
fiscal policy, " for if they had there 
would not have been a corporal's guard 
sent back to Ottawa. 

The Minister sat down, after thanking 
tile audience lor his reception, and say- 
ing that he would carry back to Ottawa 
an account of what ho had seen here 
that would bear fruit in due season. 

A vote of thanks to the Minister was 
moved by Dr. Milne in a brief address, in 
which ho hoped that Hon. Mr. Davies 
would soon pay British Columbia an- 
other visit. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. 
William Templeman ami carried, and 
after the meeting adjourned the Minis- 
ter held an informal reception, to allow 
those in the audience who desired to do 
so, an opportunity of shaking hands 
with him.

BURNKD TO DEATH. 

Little Four- Year-Old Annie Wiedemann 
Loses Her Life Under Particularly 
Tragic Circumstances. 

To-day Mr. and Sirs. Wiedemann of 
Pine street, Victoria Weet, will with 
very heavy hearts consign to the grave 
the poor mutilated remains of their lit- 
tle four-year-old daughter Annie, who 
lost her life on Thursday evening under 
particularly tragic circumstances. Her 
mother iiad, during the afternoon, heen 
making use of an out-of-door lire, and 
child-like the baby girl found especial 
enjoyment in playing about the unusual 
attraction. Mrs. Wiedemann was sum- 
moned to the house for a moment and 
while employed indoors was startled by 
the agonized cries of the child, who at 
the same time came running in literally 
enveloped in (lame, her light cotton 
clothing having caught the fire and 
caused its spread with terrible rapidity. 
Father and mother extinguished the 
flames, applied simple remedies and 
summoned Dr. Frank Hall, who arrived 
within half an hour from the time of the 
accident. He. found the little sufferer 
beyond the reach of his skill, however, 
her burns extending from the knee up to 
the crown of the head on the left side, 
the arms and face having suffered es- 
pecially, and the injuries being so pain- 
ful -and so serious that from the first 
therevwas no hope. The poor little 
patietv^lirjgered eigclit hours.

STARTLING SUICIDE. 

Mrs. Sarah Cooper the Accuser of Pastor 
Brown of San Francisco Found 
Dead. 

San Francisco, Dec. 11. — Mrs. Sarah 
Cooper and her daughter Harriet Cooper, 
were found dead in] their home in this 
city, this morning, with the gas turned 
on and every evidence of suicide. Mrs. 
Cooper was president of the Kindergar- 
ten association, and her daughter was 
deputy superintendent. Mrs. Cooper 
had lived here for thirty years and was 
widely known as an, educator, philan- 
thropist, and writer. In her will writ- 
ten yesterday, hIio requested that the 
bodies of herself and daughter be not 
taken to the morgue. 

The Coopers iiad lived entirely alone, 
except for a Chinese cook who had been 
in their employ for twenty years. He 
has not yet been found. It is expected 
that he can throw some light on the. tra- 
gedy. When the ecandal concerning 
Dr. Brown, of the First Congregational 
church, was first talked about, Mrs. 
Cooper Ptood by her pastor and express- 
ed confidence in him. Later devel- 
opments caused her to change 
her mind and she nnd her daughter 
became his most prominent opponents 
and accusers. Much bitterness in church 
circles was engendered by this action 
aud estranged many of their friends and 
the suicide of mother and daughter is 
ascribed t6 their brooding over the cold- 
ness and snubs of former friends. Mo 
woman on the Pacific Coast has been so 
prominent for a generation as Mrs. 
Cooper, who had often preached in Con- 
gregational pulpits and has been en- 
gaged in ali departments of Christian 
work. She formerly resided in New Or- 
leans and acted as a nurse during the- 
war.
